1942 ultimately led to a 
controversial and questionable US 
Supreme Court ruling, in which the 
high ， tribunal Upheld the 
constitutionality of the mass 
incarceration of 120,000 Japanese 
Americans during World War I. 

Until recently，however，1little 
was known aboutthe manbehind the 
Court case， For more than four 
decades, 玉 orematsu remained very 
much an enigma. And he seemed to 
prefer it that way。Requests for 
interviews Were routinely rejected， 
and offers to appear before Asian 
American organizations were turned 
down. 

Korematsu ”broke his se 上 
imposed silence on his court case last 
January 19, when he filed in federal 
courtin San Francisco a writ in error 
co7U112 170D13，a jittle-used legal 
procedure.

Seid, this small band of community 
leaders founded [this] pioneer 
organization and began a movement 
rooted in a powerful commitment,” 
Tead 3a statement released by chair- 
elect of the group's board of 
directors， Alice 天 awazoe， Ihis 
comrmnitment was “that from the 
collective Strength and unity of 
euphemistically 。 labeled “Quiet 
Americans” could emerge with one 
Voiceto assert their rights andensure 
the betterment and well-being of all 
Asian Pacific American peoples.” 

ADVOCACY VEHICLE 

Lucretia Lee, project director of 
the Refugees Social Adjustment 
Program，said that when the group 
first began，it was primarly an 
advocacy “ vehicle. Ihen， just 
recently, it added two direct Services 
components，the social adjustment 
program and 3a mental health 
program, directed by Seid. 

“The direct services came as a 
result ofthe advocacy,” she recalled. 
“We would see a lot of services not 
being provided to Asian People， 
especially when Asian refugees 
started coming in around 1975. 

“We did a mental health survey 
andrfound that agencies had no one 
bilingual or anyone who could help 
Provide services. The question,”Lee 
remembered，“was, “Well，who's 
going to provide them? That's how 
We got into it.” 

She laughed as she added, “We 
advocated so wellthat we gotintothe 
position of being the one to have to 
provide the services!” 

SUPPORIING MEMBERS 

The 12-person organization has 
now expanded to a 35-member 
board, with somewhere between 200 
and 300 supporting members on call 
to help with activities. 

From the beginning, noted the 
project director， AACI has tried to 
increase the involvement of Asian 
Americans in the area's advisory 
boards and commissions. “We're 
trying to getpeople involved with the 
general community as a whole,”she 
explained. 

She cited this particular aspect of 
the work that AACI has done as an

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Prop O: Bilingual Elections 
Versus English-Only Ballots

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Im an 
attempt to persuade the US 
Congressthatit should retractits law 
providing for bilingual elections，SE 
Supervisor Quentin 玉 opp 
introduced Proposition O，which 
appears on this Novembers ballot. 

The measure,， 这 passed，would 
require the city to ask Congress and 
the President to change the law so 
that all voting-related materials 
would have to be in English only. 

NOT BINDING 

Though the proposition would not 
be _ binding on the federal 
govermnment，it would serve as an 
indication ofthe feelingsofKopp and 
his Supporters， _ including the 
Committee for Ballots in English. 
The group will likely encourage 
other cities to ask the federal 
government to eliminate the 
bilingual requirements， 

OFriginally introduced in 19035， 
the Voting Rights Act was designed 
to_ provide fast relief in instances 
where ， there “was ”compelling 
evidence that racial discrimination 
prevented the population from 
eXercising its right to vote. 

After effectively eliminating the 
poll taxes and literacy tests that had 
been. used to keep primarily Blacks 
from voting, the act, in its 1975 form， 
turned to address the problem facing 
language minority citizens who had 
encountered discrimination in 
voting， Groups included Asians， 


Latinos， Native Americans and 
Eskimos. 
The law applies in two 


circumstances. The one under which 
San Francisco falls is when 596 of 
the _voting age _ population are 
members of a single 1language 
minority group andtheilliteracy rate 
ofthe people asagroupishigherthan 
the_ national average. Using that 
criteria, SFE must provide voting 
materials and assistance in both 
Chinese and in Spanish. 
VOCAL 

Two of the most vocal persons 
associated ”with ”Proposition OO 
represent the “opposing ”Views: 
Supervisor 天 opp Supporting the 
measure, and Henry Der, executive 
director of Chinese Affirmative 
Action，fighting it，JIn the last few

months, the men have debated with 
each other perhaps five or Six times 
on Tadio and television Shows over 
the initiative， 

Over the course of their debates， 
Der said that 天 opp's arguments 
Seem to fall along three lines: 
bilingual ballots are divisive; they 
discourage people from learning 
English; and 这 voters are citizens， 
then they should know English. 

Asto the divisiveness argument， 
Der responded， “Hogwash!'” He 
Said that Several states and cities 
have held bilingual elections before. 
New York，for instance，in 1975， 
held bilingual elections to increase 
Puerto Rican participation. In New 
Mexico，he said，they have had 
bilingual elections sinceits entry into 
the union in 1912. 

“New Mexico is an example of

He cited the dramatic 
growth in the numbers of Asians and 
Hispanics taking ESL classes at the 
center division ofthe SF Community 
College District. 

Der also argued that 天 opp?s 
Proposition does not acknowledge 
the ”gross discrimination”， 
minorities have faced in education， 
discrimination that prevented them 


from being able to learn English， 


even in a country where there is 
compulsory education. 

“TIhe Chinese had a lack of 
English opportunities in the 1930sto 
50s,， stated Der.“The proliferation 
of ESL classes was aphenomenon of 
the 1970s to the present date.

He observed that the 
current Tegistrars efforts have 
brought the cost of the elections 
down“dramatically.” 

CONTROVERSY 

Despite the debates，and the 
Coverage given the issue, including a 
recent opinion column by Joaquin 
Arvilar of the Mexican American 
Legal Defense and Education Fund 
in the Sunday CHromicle/ 五 Ya11z111e7 
Kopp said,“I have not found very 
Imuch controversy.” 

Accordingtothe supervisor only 
Some Spanish-language and Asian 
community papers have caused the 
Controvesy around the measure. 
Outside ofthese,he said,hefeltthere 
was Support from all ,over the city， 
With people of all age groups. 

Though he acknowledged that 
the _ Democratic County Central 
Committee has taken a position 
against Prop. O，he asserted， 
“Theyre arelatively small group of 
Democrats; they're not reflective of 
Party.” 


County Central _ Committee has 
endorsed the Proposition，

announced that they opposed it，

Known for Creative Diversity

Chinese restaurants in Jamaica 
are not known for their quality, but 
rather as being one of the diverse 
cuisines available Qnrthais 
Connecticut-sized Caribbean island. 

-TIhe early Chinese settlers (1854) 
were Hakka, and they still dominate 
thefoodtradetoday,lendingthefood 
its distinctive flavor. 

The question remains, however: 
How Chinese is it? 

Practically all of the ingredients 
of Chinese cooking must be 
imported，including the rice which 
Was once grown by the Chinese on 
the island during World War 开 


Shortages. 
TOURISM 

JDespite renewed efforts to boost 
tourism， the national _ economy 
remains in a slump. Imports， 
including food products，are not of 
the highest quality. 

However, finenative spices, such 
3aS ackee，allspice， annatto and 
basil 一 al wellL-known in West 
Jndian cookery 一 have crept into the 
Chinese kitchen. The creativeness of 
Jamaican-Chinese dishes lies in the 
Use of fresh wholesome seafoods， 
fruits and vegetables as they come 
into season.

It pointed out that minority

this presence will be reflected in the 
operations ofthe Cable Systems，the 
report Stated. 

The FECC -reported that the 
proportion of women employed in 
local systems increased by 496 last 
year to 339%6. 

“Historically，there have been 
many obstacles to participation by 
minorities in cable and othermedia,” 


the report observed. 

“Most prominent among these 
are ilacke of experience nn 
management and operations，which 


results in a disadvantage in 
competing with established 
corporations and in attracting 
investment 。 capital for Small 


businesses.” Other problems cited 
include alack of specialized training 
and _ skills， and inconveniently 
located work locations.” 

Gracie B. Nettingham of the 
New York-based nonprofit group， 
Minorities in Cable，recommended 
toal981 Congressional hearing that 
steps be taken to increase minority 
participation， including increased 
small business funding; better 
recruitment and training PrIograms; 
and enforceimnent of equal 
employment and affirmative action 
]awsS. 

Although the hearings indicated 
some interest by the mational 
govermment on this issue，State 
Senator Joseph Montoya (D-Los 
Angeles) felt that Congress Was not 
doing enough. 

Montoya, who serves as the chair 
of the State Senate Sub-committee 
on Cable Television，also Spoke to 
the large symposia audience. TIwent 
to Washington， DC recently to talk 
to the FECC on this issue. It was 


obvious to me,”he recounted， that

The injunction still stands and 
construction has stopped, costingthe 
developers “atremendous amount of 
money and creating difficulties in 
planning,， the 1000 Montgomery 
Street ”Association ”spokesman 
remarked.

She claimed that the lack of 
maintenance (the_ electricity was 
tured off for three days)，lack of 
Security，and the destruction of 
SeVveral nearby apartments _has 
caused her emotional distresS. 

“MYy daughters apartment has 
latge holes in it caused by the 
sledgehammers of the construction 
crews,”the 21-year tenant of 1000 
Montgomery Street reported.， She 
could not understand how people 
could start tearing down the building 
When they knew People were still 
living there， 

NEWCOMER 

Unlike Luna， May Ma Lee is a 
relative newcomer to the building. 
But she would also rather live there 
than relocate Somewhere else. Lee is 
aChinese immigrant who commnutes 
to work at a restaurant in the 
Diamond Heights district: 

“She must live the 
Chinatown/North “ Beach area 
because She Speaks almost only 
Chinese and wants to live near the 
Chinese-speaking community,” 
explained Enid Lim of the 
Chinatown Neighborhood 
Improvement Resource Center, who 
interpreted for Lee. 

“She needs affordable housing,” 
Lim emphasized,“especially right 
now While her son, daughter and son- 
in-lawW，who just recently came oOVer 
from China, are living with Lee while 
they are looking for employment 
and housing.” 

Lim pointed out that the 
“beautiful cooperation”between the 
tenants, many of whom come from 
different backgrounds (young-old， 
Chinese-Italian) was the only good 
thing that has come out of this two- 
and-a-half-year struggle. 

FEorLalaine and his associates,it 
has been anything but a “beautiful” 
experience. “Its been very 
frustrating,” Lalaine reflected. 
“We've bent overbackwards to help 
them.”
